© The report spread throughout Japan 
and China to the effect that Mr, J. Russell 
Kennedy, the general manager of the Ko- 
_kusai News Agency and the correspondent 
and representative of Reuter’s Limited in 
Japan has assumed or is to assume the 
management of Reuter’s News Service in 
- China, is wholly false. Mr. Kennedy 
authorizes the statement that no arrange- 
ment of any kind has been or can be entered 
' into which could in any way affect the entire 
independence of Reuter’s Limited in China 
or the Kokusai News Agency in Japan. 
Mr. Kennedy said: 


“ Reuter’s in China and Kokusai in 
_ Japan are the two leading news agencies in 
the Far East. They are friendly, they co- 
operate, but they are completely independent — 
one of the other. Kokusai has no more 
intention of entering the Chinese field as a. 
news distributing agency than Reuter has 
of invading this territory. The manage- 
ment in both places must remain absolutely 
independent. This false and stupid report 
ought to be denied. It is not only disturb- 
ing but it is harmful to both agencies.” 


Et is understood that the matter of Chinese 
representation upon the Shanghai Munici- 
pal Council has been officially referred to the 
Diplomatic Body at Peking and that there soon 
may be interesting developments in connection 
with this question. It will be rememtered that 
a compromise was arrived at several weeks ago 


whereby. the Chihege business men of Shanghai 
wete‘promised that’ steps would immediately be 


taken toward the organization of an “advisory 


 committee”’ ‘of Chinese,-who are to be consulted 
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by the Shanghai Municipal Council when matters | 
“concerning taxation are to bevconsidered. This 


offer of the Council was made after the Chinese 
business men of the city had almost unanimous- 
ly refused t@ pay their taxes because they were 
not represented when the increased tax was 
voted. In connection with this entire matter, 
the following extract from an interview with 
Baron Hayashai, former Japanese Minister to 
China, in a recent issue of the Japan Advertiser 
is of quite definite and pointed interest: 


“The Japanese position in Tsingtao is 


secure, whether the settlement be exclusive 
or international. Besides, we should goa 
step further. We should give better treat- 


ment to the Chinese residents in Tsingtao 


than the Chinese residents get in foreign 
concessions in Shanghai. In Shanghai, the 
Chinese residents are treated as if they were 
foreigners, when Shanghai is under Chinese 
sovereignty. We should seta new record 
in Tsingtao by giving more liberty to the 
Chinese than they enjoy in the southern 
sea port. In that way, Japan may be able 
to win the hearts of the Chinese, without 
jeopardizing her own interests.” 


INESE and Russian official representatives 
will meet in Harbin at the beginning of 
next week to settle the dispute over th 

the Chinese to navigate the Amur or Heilung- 
kiang River, and to conclude an agreement 
confirming that right and providing detailed 
arrangements for the carrying out of it: This 


_ dispute arose in consequence of the protest 


of the Russian Minister in Peking against 
China’s dispatch of two cruisers to the 
Amur River for the protection of the Chinese 
merchant ships which are often in danger of 
being attacked or molested by the Bolsheviks. 
That the protest of the Russian Minister was 


. uncalled for, according to the Chinese press 


report, is now admitted by the Russian Minister 
at Peking. Since the question has been raised 
whether Chinese merchant ships and cruisers 


have the right to sail on that river, China | 


naturally prefers to have a clear understanding. 
The appearance of two Chinese cruisers at the 
entrance of the Amur River last August for the 
first time was considered unusual. That they 
have the right to be there if they so desire is 
provided in several treaties concluded between 
Russia and China. Article 1 of the treaty of 
Aigun en on May 16, 1858, stipulated the 
rights of the subjects of the two empires to 
navigate the Amur, the Sungari and the Oussouri, 
and to carry on trade with the populations of 
these localities, It also stipulated that the ships 
of other nationalities were not allowed to navigate 
these rivers. These rights were confirmed in 
the treaty ot St. Petersburg signed on August 
19, 1881. 


e right of 
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‘HE unfortunate offshoot of the Russian- 
Chinese dispute is Japanese interference. 
According to telegrams received by the Chinese 
Government, the Japanese men-of-war anchoring 
at Miaochi have been trying to prevent the 
Chinese cruisers from sailing on the Amur River 
by surrounding them and cutting off their sup- 
ply of coal and food. If the positions of China 


and Japan were different this would lead to_ 


war. As it is, China is merely protesting against 
it. In the meantime, the Russians are doing 
everything within their power to obstruct the 
passage of the Chinese cruisers. The consuls 


of all the nationalities at Vladivostok are said to | 


have expressed their disapproval of Japanese 
interference and pointed out that the Japanese 
have not acted rightly in taking the side of the 
Russians in the present dispute and are deliber- 
ately creating trouble. At the beginning of the 
Siberian trouble, Japan found an excuse to send 
warships to the Amur’River, and has since 
_ captured a number of Bolshevik ships. 


their right pf navigation in that river is most 
illegal. Liu Ching-jen, China’s representative 
at Vladivostok, has consequently lodged a 
protest with the Japanese authorities against the 
violation of her sovereign rights, and the Peking 
Government has also taken measures to secure 
the release of the cruisers. There is a strong 
feeling among both Chinese and foreigners 
against Japan for her interference in a matter 
which does not concern her. La Politique de 
Pekin, in an editorial, says that these Chinese 
cruisers are being sent to the Amur River to 
accord protection to Chinese merchants and that 
even if they were employed to fight the 
Bolsheviks and clear the country of them, they 
should be welcomed by both Japan and Russia. 
The Amur River or the Heilungkiang (black- 
dragon river), to which Japan appears to have 
cast a covetous eye, is a large and important 
river with a plentiful flow of water. Formed 
by the junction of two streams, the Shilka 
coming from Siberia and the Aigun coming from 
Dalai- Nor, the Amur, as a part of the northern 
boundary of Manchuria, is navigable for 450 
miles of its course, for steamers drawing 12 feet 
of water, and for 1,500 miles, for boats drawing 
4 feet. It has a total length of 2,500 miles and 
flows into the Gulf of Tartary at Nicolaivosk. 
Its importance in the future development of 
Siberia is of tremendous future significance.

fessional service offers an opportunity for service 
to country that does not exist at home. 
Every young man and every young woman 
coming to China becomes indirectly a repre- 
sentative of America in China and is considered 
such by his or her associates, whether the 
associates are Chinese, Frenchmen, Britons, 
Italians, Japanese or so on down through the 
dozens of other foreign nationals to be found in 
this country. Young men coming to China 
to-day will be the managers of American busi- 
ness in China five and ten years from to-day. 
Under modern conditions the man who applies 
himself can master the essentials of this field in a 
comparatively short time. To-day there is a 
wealth of books and periodicals dealing with the 
East that offer a practical “short cut” in learn- 
ing the East. Formerly the man who had not 
lived in the East for a period of fifteen or 
twenty years was not considered competent to 
lift up his voice or to express an opinion. The 
same principles for success at home apply to 
success in the Orient. The only difference is 
that it comes quicker in the Orient to the right 
kind of man because of the newness and rapid 
development of the field. Failure also comes 
quicker to the man who chooses the “ primrose 
path”’ in the Orient, for he has more oppor- 
tunities for eliminating himself out here than he 
has at home. Character and ability count in 
the Orient, just as at home—except that they 
count larger out here because of the competition 
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of the American individual with individuals of 
other nationalities. Then there is another 
element which is well expressed in the following 
editorial from a recent issue of Printer’s Ink, the 
well-known American trade journal : 


669N seeking foreign trade it is well for the 


American business man to remember 


that the thing for him to do is to be himself, and 
not to ape others. 
part in the Great War there might have been 
excellent reason why she must needs establish 
her credentials before she could expect to be 
hospitably received among foreign buyers. To- 
day there is no good reason why America should 
not conduct her foreign trade with the same 
confidence and directness that she has used in 
selling goods in her own country. For genera- 
tions the true Briton sallying forth to foreign 
lands, has faithfully packed his institutions into 
his portmanteau, and on his arrival has spread 
them out—for his own comfort most certainly, 
but no less with beneficial reaction upon his 
trade. Never forgetful that he is an English- 
man, he has taken his afternoon tea with 
unfailing punctiliousness, and whether in Bang- 
kok, Borneo, or the Celebes, he has arrayed 
himself each evening in a-dinner jacket—just to 
bind himself, as he expresses it, by every pos- 
sible tie to the civilization he left behind 
him. And some way or other this loyalty to 

England and her institutions has come to be a 
natural part of his canvass. Must America 
trail? Must American salesmen, in order to 
win success in foreign fields, do everything in 
accordance with precedents handed down b 


others? As a matter of fact—and this on the: 


testimony of an American who has spent practi- 
cally twenty years in the study of foreign trade 
in all parts of the world—it is a constant source 


Before America played her — 


of wonder to foreigners that Americans so often 
feel that they must assume a role not their own, 
a role that fits them most uncomfortably, in 
order to transact business successfully in foreign 
markets. Many a country, accustomed to a 
more leisurely way of doing things, thinks of 
America as the embodiment of enterprise, direct- 
hess and oes business methods—and 
admires her for the very traits in which she her- 
self is quite unpracticed. What a pity to be 
less than oneself for fear of breaking the rules 
of etiquette! Goodness knows our more exper- 
ienced neighbors can teach us much with regard 
to technical practices, but the fact of the matter 
is that in overseas business the finest type of 
four-square American, trying to be no one but 
himselt and putting his own American personal- 
ity fearlessly into every transaction, can do more 
to build for America an enviable reputation in 
foreign markets than any number of semi- 
foreigners whose chief assets area gift of tongues, 
court manners—and such excellent skill in adapt- 
ing themselves to foreign customs that they 
either forget or feel ashamed of their own !” 


Is China to Be Divided? 


Wang I-tang, representing the 


Chinese Northern or Militarist faction, is 
in Shanghai for the purpose of making peace 
with the South. There have been strenuous 
objections to General Wang’s presence in 
Shanghai on a peace mission, but he is still here. 
That at least excites admiration for his deter- 
mination. He has telegraphed to Peking 
asking that all manuscripts covering China's 
secret agreements with Japan be sent to Shang- 
hai in order that they may be discussed with 
the Southern delegates and made public. He 
has also sent for definite information regarding 
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all Japanese loans that have been contracted by 
the Chinese Government and by the various 
provincial authorities in order that they may be 
made public. 


General Wang I-tang, Chief of the Chinese Northern Peace Delega- 
tion, has established his headquarters at the home of Mr. S. A. Hardoon on 
Bubbling Well Road, Shanghai. 

General Wang is in favor of the new bank- 
ing consortium if organized along the lines that 
- America has proposed—provided that China is 

iven representation upon the executive govern- 
ing body of the consortium. He is opposed to 
the granting of Japan’s demands that Man- 
churia and Mongolia be reserved from the 
activities of the consortium and he stated toa 
representative of this poutee that China would 
stand with America, Great Britain and France 
on this question. He stated that China’s three 
great needs are: A constitution with a proper 
method ofelecting members to Parliament; modern 
transportation ; and currency reform. He favors 
general education in China and believes that the 
Boxer Indemnity money should be used for that 
_ purpose—but he believes that a little education 
is a dangerous thing in China as elsewhere-—and 
he fears that the student movement if not kept 
within bounds is likely to make matters worse 
in China. He scouts the idea that China ever 
will come under the control of Japan similar to 
the case of Egypt with respect to Great Britain 
—and he states that China no longer will borrow 
money from Japan exclusively. He favors the 
disbandment of the Chinese soldiers—says that 
the Northern troops are being disbanded—and 
favors the use of the discharged soldiers in 
constructive work such as railroad construction, 
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wagon roads, reclamation work. He believes 
that China should work along every possible 
line to develop her industries’ in order that the 
country may become self supporting and not 
dependent or subservient to any country for the 
necessities. 

So there we have his platform direct from 
his own lips. General Wang 1s about fifty years 
of age and has traveled in America, and Europe. 
He studied military science in Japan and also 
on the continent in Europe. He was a member 
of the old Chinese parliament and is now a 
member of the Peking house of representatives. 
In 1916 and 1917 he was in Europe observing 
the war situation from both the French and 
German. sides of the line. He organized two 
universities in North China and he also 
organized the An Fu Club, that group of 
powerful Northern officials that elected Hsu 
Shih-chang President of China. When he was 
Military Becarass of Kirin he made the state- 
ment, “ Nothing is difficult if one bends one’s 
energy to it. The word, ‘difficult’ is not found 
in my vocabulary.” 

When General Wang was interrogated 
regarding peace prospects in China, he said 
there is hope. - He was sorry to learn of Mr. 
Tang Shao-yi’s resignation and in the same 
breath said, “Mr. Tang’s trouble is that he 
hasn’t any soldiers.” Mr. Tang’s resignation 
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terference they 


indicates internal troubles in the South and this 


naturally makes peace more difficult and negotia- ~ 


tions slower. It is believed, however, that Mr. 
Tang will win out and again regain his undis- 
puted position of speaker for the South. At 
the previous peace conference here several 
months ago, the North was in this position, 
Mr. Chu Chi-chien had no power. Everything 
had to be referred to Peking and the Chief’s 
hands were tied. Now the South is in that 
position. 

At the opening of the American-British- 
Chinese Club last week one of the foreign 
speakers said that he hoped that the month and 
vear of the opening of the Club would also see 
the reconciliation of North and South in China. 
General Wang who was present at the opening 
expressed the same opinion. The Southern 
leaders desire the same thing. In the way stand 
personal ambitions and animosities, selfishness 
and lack of patriotism for country. In spite of 


the Jessons of the war China is still depending 


upon other nations for help—nations that have 


‘sufficient to do to keep their own countries. 


from going on the rocks of volshevism and 
anarchy. China while against the 
military aggressions of Japan, is herself weighted 
down with the worst kind of militarism—a 
militarism that has been subsidized by Japanese 
loans and the money has been wasted. The 
Chinese are a peaceful people, but accounts of 
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internal warfare in many parts of western China 
read assthough they referred to Belgium. 


Mr. Tang Shao-yi, Chief of the Chinese Southern Delegation whose 
resignation, according to latest reports has been refused by the Canton 
authorities. 


If China’s politicians had time and no in- 
could probably settle the 
country’s internal trouble, or failing the 
matter might be finally fought out and settled 
on the field of battle. But there isn’t time. 
China can’t afford the time and the impatient 
world will not permit it. In spite of protesta- 
tions of justice and the rights of humanity 
the European Peace Conference turned out to be © 


the same kind-of a European Peace as of old— 


sugar-coated with a few platitudes. The world 
has had a vision of better things in the League 
of Nations, but unless the industrial revolution 
forces it, there will be no League of Nations in 
spite of the vision. China can’t lean on any- 
body else for help unless she desires to become 
a Japanese protectorate. The vision of Korea 
and Shantung .are a disillusionment in that 
direction. We may safely say that the future 
peace of the world rests in China’s hands. 
China’s salvation depends upon China herself. 
Secretary Lansing in his testimony before the 
Senate stated that there is evidence of a 
secret confidential understanding between certain 
powers respecting the territorial division of 
Asia. This rumor alone should be sufficient to 
cause China’s leaders to pause and take stock of 
their country’s future. 

No greater disaster can befall China than 
the division of the land into two units. Recent 
reports from Canton tell of preparations for a 
complete severance of north and south. They 


state that after the arrival of General Lu Yung- 


ting, Inspecting Commissioner of Kwangtung 
and Kwangsi, at Lungchow, where a conference 
of Kwangsi leaders is being held, Directors

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for the reorganization of the Canton military 
government and for the establishment of a 
southern republic. They have, according to 
the news given out in Peking, sent agents to all 
the south-western provinces to agitate in favor 
of such a new republic and to get the people to 
send petitions to the southern Parliament de- 
manding this organization. After “the will 
of the people” is created, the Parliament will 
pass a bill ordering the establishment of a 
republic. Following this, so says the reports, 
General Tang Chi-yao, Military Governor of 
Yunnan and Conqueror of Szechwan, and other 
military leaders will send ina joint telegram 
approving the action. Then a republic will be 
formed, a President elected and a Cabinet or- 
ganized. Finally the recognition of the new 


government by the foreign Powers will be 


sought. Such isthe plan under consideration by 
the South, and there can be no more calamitous 
plan than this, if what has been reported proves 
to be authentic. 


General Lu Yung-ting is believed to have 


been aiding the movement. He has aspired for 


the Vice-Presidency for some time, and has 
been repeatedly promised this honor by the 
North. As the majority of the southern leaders 
have refused to recognize General Wang I-tang 
as Northern Chief Delegate, and the peace 
conference at Shanghai on, pate be resumed for 
some time yet, the prospect of his being elected 
Vice-President of China becomes remote. In | 
view of this, it is not surprising to learn that he 

should be working for the organization of a 
southern republic and for his own election to its 
presidency. Other leaders in the South are 
understood to be no less ambitious. In the 


North, officials and officers occupying important 
positions are not wanting who are hoping for a 


permanent separation of north and south. Their 
object is to let the South rest contented after the 
organization of a formal government, so that the 
North may have time to set its own house in 
order, train troops, reform finances, and re- 
organize the civil administration. Upon the 
completion of all these reforms, the North will 


launch a new campaign for the conquest of the 


South. These ambitious northern officials hold 
the opinion that the union of China can be 
secured only by force of arms. As the North 


_, is unable for the present to conquer by military 


means, they believe that the best policy for it to 
adopt is to permit the South to continue for the 


present in its plan for a separate government. 


Intelligent observers feel that separation af 
North and South China will lead to the annihila- 
tion of both by some foreign power or powers. 
They hope that this will never occur. Other 
consequences from the division of the country will 
be the creation of bad impressions abroad and the 
possibility of the Powers refusal to permit 
China's participation in the League of Nations:

Internally, a worse situation may follow upon 
the completion of the separation of north and 
south, whereas at present there is really no 
distinction between these two sections of the 
country so far as the people are concerned. Can- 
tonese go to Peking as freely now as ever and the 
presence of Pekingnese at Canton is never ques- 


tioned by the military government. The people 


do not classify themselves as northerners and 
southerners in a political sense. Only a few 
scheming, unpatriotic politicians are exploiting 
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the eatchword of “north and south,” and in its 


name are making trouble here and there with the 


hope of creating for themselves opportunities 
for personal profit and plunder. 


Modern Telephone Systems 
to Girdle China 


BY HOLLINGTON K. TONG , 


ie territory surrounding the foreign settle- 
ments at Shanghai will soon have an 
improved C. B. or Central Battery telephone 
system, for the operation of which a staff of 
Chinese girls, graduates of primary and high 
schools, will be employed. A contract has 


recently been placed by the Chinese Government 
with the China Electric Company, Limited, for 
the installation of one large switchboard in the 


Chinese city having a capacity of 10,000 lines, a 
branch switchboard in Chapei for a capacity of 
4,000 lines, and a smaller branch for Pootung 
across the Whangpoo River. Upon the complet- 
ion of the installation, the Chinese Telephone Ad- 
ministration in charge of Mr. H. T. Yeh, which 
at present has only 300 subscribers, will become 
a government office of great importance and will 
attract much attention. The territory reached 
by its service will receive a new impetus for 
commercial and industrial development. — 

_ Further orders have been placed with the 
China Electric company for the installation of a 
C. B. switchboard in Soochow, where a capacity 
of 8,000 lines will be provided. There will also 


be installed in Nanking a 10,000 line main office 


The new factory of the China Electric Company which has just been completed on Chang-on Road in Chapei district, Shanghai. The buildings have 30,000 


feet of floor space in which modern American machinery is now being installed. 
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with a branch office providing a capacity of 4,000 
lines. In addition, a cable will connect Nanking 
and Pukow where a small common battery 
switchboard willbe placed. All of these cities will 
be provided with the newest type of toll boards. 
Toll lines will be constructed during the next 
year to complete the project. 

Towards the end of 1920 a modern tele- 
phone service for Shanghai and the Yangtse 
Valley, connecting as it will Soochow, Wusih, 
Changchow, Tanyang, Chinkiang, Nanking and 
Pukow will bein operation. It will be of great 
service to the merchants of all the towns through 
which its wires are to pass. That service will 


be reflected in the increased inter-city trade — 


relations and in great prosperity for the people 
concerned. 

The Ministry of Communications, in order 
to take care of the large increase in demand for 
telephones in Peking, Tientsin and Hankow, 
has also placed contracts for the establishment 
of new offices in these three cities and for the 
increase of switchboards. At present there are 
2,000 subscribers using the government tele- 
phone service at Hankow. Tientsin has over 
5,000 subscribers, while Peking has 10,000 
subscribers. The toll lines between Peking and 
Tientsin are badly overloaded, but this is also 
being adjusted by the construction of more toll 
lines. The telephone users in North and 
Central China are now assured of a good C. B. 
service. 

The plan of the Ministry of Communica- 
tions is to bring the furthermost cities of the 
country together and shorten their distances by 
the increase of toll lines. In this connection, 
the writer understands that schemes are under 
consideration for connecting Nanking with 
Hankow, and Shanghai with Peking by long 
distance telephones. If the spirit of progress 
shown by the Telephone Administration in 
Peking continues, such schemes will be carried 
out in the not remote future. - 

The system for all these cities will be of 
the latest Western Electric type. In each 
exchange there is only one set of batteries. 
This storage battery is located in the central 
office and supplies current for the operation of 
the lamp signals on the switchboard, as well as 
for all of the subscribers’ telephones connected 
to it. Itis a great improvement over the old 
magneto system which requires each telephone 
to be supplied with small dry batteries having 
an average life of one year, which need frequent 
changes and often give far too little current for 
good transmission. 

The outside plant for all the new govern- 
ment telephone services, the writer is informed 
by the ministerial authorities, will use lead 
covered cables, partly under ground and partly 
placed on poles. First class insulation will be 
supplied throughout, and the design and cons-

truction of the entire system will be similar to 
those in the large cities of the United States, 
where the telephone has reached the highest . 


_ development in the world. There will thus be 


no trouble in getting into communication with 
the party desired. Simply remove the receiver 
from the hook of the instrument, and the party 
indicated is immediately connected. The call 
is registered by the lamp signals on the switch- 
board, and there is no need to ring or wait impa- 
tiently to attract the attention of the operator. 
The question whether the telephone pays, 
interests quite a few public men. Experts 
declare that telephones will pay for their instal- 
lation out of the revenue during a period of ten 
years if they are properly engineered and 
constructed. The telephone office in Tientsin 
is said to be receiving a net revenue of $200,000 


a year, and the office in Peking is making about 


$300,000 annually. The office in the Chinese 
city of Shanghai is able to maintain itself finan- 
cially. The office in Hankow is of course 
likewise making money. Among the private 
telephone offices, the one at Wusih, having girls 
‘as operators is most successful from the business 
standpoint of view. The conclusion of telephone 
experts is that every telephone service built up by 
the Government means a source of new revenue. 

The Chinese like to telephone. This 3s

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corresponding cities of the Unted States or 
Europe. The reason is that the telephone 
offers a direct means of communication. Any 
dialect can be used in talking to one’s friend at 
a distance. The long distance telephone is 
even more appreciated by those who have 
urgent business to transact with those who are 
more than two hundred miles away—that 1s the 
es distance between Shanghai and 

anking—and are able to complete it in a few 
minutes. At present it takes them at least five 
hours to transmit a message from Shanghai to 
Nanking by telegraph, and much longer to go 
by train. 

In China telegrams, which have to be put 
in code and to be decoded, are more costly in 
comparison with the telephone. A conversation 
between Peking and Tientsin can be held by 
means of the telephone for five minutes and costs 
only less than one dollar. During this period, | 
brief though it may be, much business can be 
transacted. That is why the toll lines between 
these cities are popular. If toll lines were 
established between Canton and Peking, they 
cannot be less busy because of convenience, and 
cheapness. 

Long distance telephones will in no wise 
make the conversation less distinct, the writer is 
assured by experts. It is said that a telephone. 
conversation between New York and San 
Francisco is just as clear as a conversation held 
between two subscribers within the city of New 
York. If so, there is no reason why China 
should not have telephone lines and wireless toll 
lines connecting all the cities, wire toll lines 
being good for 4,000 miles, and the Western 
Electric wireless system in 1915 being able to 
talk from New York to Paris. 

There is however need for the adoption by — 
China of a uniform standard of transmission. If 
the systems under the control of the Govern- 
ment are unified and standardized, it means the 


reduction of cost for their maintenance and the 


minimizing of inconvenience to the public. That 


the Ministry appreciates the need of the proper 


development of this form of public utility and 
has taken this question into serious considera- 
tion 1s shown by the organization in co-opera- 
tion with the Western Electric Company and 
its associated companies, of the China Electric 
Company. 
The writer called at the head office of the 
Company in Peking last week, and saw Mr. 
Clark H. Minor, its general manager. When 
asked about the origin of the company, Mr. 
Minor said : 
“It was organized about two years ago, as 
a result of agreement between Mr, Yeh Kung- 
cho, at that time Vice Minister of Communica- 
tions, and the Western Electric interests. It is 
a joint corporation with one million dollars of 
capital, While the company is organized 
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principally to supply telephone and telegraph 
apparatus to the Ministry of Communications, 
it handles a complete line of electrical machinery 
of all kinds, and this department is fast becom- 
ing of increasing importance. Electric articles 
- find a good market in China.” 

“The factory of the Company,” said Mr. 
Minor, “has been established (see the photo- 
graph) on Chang-on Road in Chapei district in 
Shanghai where it has some thirty thousand 
square feet of manufacturing space. The main 
buildings are located very close to the Soochow 
Creek, which affords the best means of trans- 
portation. The machinery for the factory has 
arrived, and operations have already commenced. 
At present about one hundred men are being 
employed, and this number will be rapidly in- 
creased. The orders on hand are sufficient for 
full operation for two years.” 

“The personnel of the China Electric 
Company,’ continued Mr. Minor, “is com- 
posed of Americans and Chinese. Where- 
ever the Chinese can do the work the Chinese 
are inevitably employed. If any co-operative 
industrial enterprise is to be successful in this 
country, it must be supported by a strong and 
efficient Chinese force. Along this principle, 
I am gradually developing .a staff of specially 
trained Chinese to handle the telephone industry 
in China.” | 

“The Western Electric Company has 


_ established a special school in its main works at _ 


Hawthorne where Chinese graduates of Ameri- 
can universities are given a two years course of 
training to nt them for the work. Already five 
graduates have arrived in China, and several 
more are expected before the end of this year. 
Every six months a number of graduates of 
Chinese schools are sent to America for this 
needed training in order to equip themselves 
with the necessary technical skill. We also 
train men to become accountants, storekeepers, 
and even have Chinese under training for 
stenographic work.”’ 

It goes without saying that this educational 
‘work along commercial lines is essential to the 
development of China. Upon their return 
after learning the modern methods of man- 


ufacture and business management, the Chinese 


young men will take part in the growing business 


of supplying telephones to four hundred million — 


fellow countrymen and making electrical ap- 
paratus in their own country. The China 
Electric Company is rightly regarded by many 
high Chinese officials as much an educational 
institution as a strictly commercial enterprise. 
It is developing China in both capacities. The 
Company having the commercial and educational 
development of China as its policy cannot but 
succeed in the opinion of the Chinese public. 
Its general manager has framed a right kind of 
policy.

A large amount of circulars sent to Tientsin by 
the Shanghai Students’ Association were seized three 
days ago and confiscated. 


Hsu Shih-chang, President of the Republic of 
China, has sent a cablegram of congratulations to the 
newly elected Président of Peru. 


The Autumn sacrifices to Kwan Kung and Yo 
Fei, the Gods of War, will be offered at the Kwan Yo 
Temple in Peking on the 13th instant. All the mili- 
tary men will be present at the sacrifices. 


Wednesday was the birthday of Confucius and the 


government officials attended the celebration of it in 


the Peking Confucian Temple. Elaborate ceremonies 
were performed in the midst of classic music. 


The Shuntien Shih Pao, a Japanese paper, says that 


the Japanese are prepared to advance $424,000,000 
to China on behalf of the old consortium, and that the 


‘matter only requires the sanction of Great Britain and 


France. 


Mr. Obata, Japanese Minister, for the first time 
since his assumption of office, visited Tientsin at the 
end of last week. During his visit in Tientsin, he was 


well entertained by Japanese residents and Chinese 


officials. 


There is a report in circulation in Peking that the 
military governors of North China will meet in the 
Capital in the near future to consider the political 
situation. This meeting will be called the Tuchuns’ 


Conference. 


Norman Hinsdale Pailin: Professor of Education 
and of English at the Higher Normal! School in Peking, 
has just feceived the Third Class Chia Ho decoration.

Following close upon the resignation of Dr. M. 


T. Z. Tyau from the position of editor of the Peking 


Leader, the assistant editor, Fei Chia-lu, has also 
resigned. The papetis now in charge of an American 
returned student named Mr. Wang. 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Eichheim of *Boston, Mass., 
are staying at the Hote/ de Pekin. Mr. Eichheim for a 
number of years has been the first violin of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra and he is now planning to go to 
India to make a study of Indian music. 


The goodwill of Hartung, the photographer in the 
Legation Street, has been acquired by M. P. Ao, who 
has re-opened the business at 49 Hatamen Screet, under 
the name of the Peking Kodak Service. The old 
efficient staff is being engaged by the new proprietor,

L. O. McGowan of the China American Tyad- 
ing Company, returned to Tientsin Thursday morning, 
October 2, from America.

Hsiung Hsi-ling, Director-General of the Flood 
Relief and Conservancy, who has been traveling in 
the South forthe sake of his health, is expected to 


arrive in Tientsin and Peking October 5. Mr. Hsiung | 
went to Shanghai a fortnight ago to see his two 
daughters off for America to study. 


Marquis Tokugawa, formerly of the Shogunate, 
and at present chairman of the Upper House of the 
Japanese Parliament, is expected in Tientsin on a 
visit within a few days. Marquis Tokugawa planned 
a visit to old friends in Tientsin in May, when a death 
in his family prevented his coming. 


Captain Pat O’Brien, who has been spending the 
past two months in Peking as the guest of A. M. 
Gupthill, left on September 30 for Japan on his 
way back to America. Captain O’Brien served in the 
British and French armies during the war and is the 
author of “ Outwitting the Hun,” a story of his escape 
from the prison camps of Germany. 


Admiral Liu Kwan-hsung, Minister of the Navy,

Major 8 T. Dockray, who arrived in Peking a 
few weeks ago to take charge of the aftairs of the 
Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company during the 
absence of A. H. Ginman in America, left on October 
ist for a short trip to Shanghai, where he will get 
together the wireless telegraph and telephone company 
which his company has sold to the Chinese Goverment. 

A new Japanese English paper called 7%e Caina 
Advertiser made its appearance last Saturday. The 
proprietor of the Advertiser is Fusajiro Yoshida, and 
its editor is Mr. Matzumura. The paper in its first 
issue frankly admits that it is owned and edited by 
Japanese, “but we must state that it is not the 
forerunner of the rumored Japanese journalist pro- 
paganda.”’ 

Willing Spencer, first secertary of the American 
Legation, has been elected Division Chairman for 
China of the Harvard Endowment Fund Campaign for 
$11,000,000 with which to raise the salaries of the 
members of the Harvard faculty. R. A. Burr has been 
appointed Publicity Manager of the campaign and local 
chairmen will be shortly appointed in all the larger 
Chinese centers, 

Joseph Ripley, chief engineer of the Grand Canal 
Improvement Board, will give a dinner on Monday 
evening at the Tientsin Astor House in honor of John 
R. Freeman, dean of the American engineers, who are 
now visiting in the North in connection with the canal 
project. Several prominent Chinese and foreigners 
have been invited to attend the dinner andto meet Mr. 
Freeman. 

Mr. and Mrs. Paul Page Whitham of Peking, 
departed for America by way of Shanghai last week. 


Mr. Whitham, a prominent consulting engineer in 
New York, came to China two years ago to make a 
study of the means of communications in this country 
for the American Government. He has traveled a 
good deal and spent part of his time in _ where 
he has made a host of friends. 


F. W. Allenby, who has been acting for Mr 
Donaldson as Peking agent of the Vickers, died in 
the Central Hospital in Peking on Wednesday. Mr. 
Allenby was taken to the hospital about two weeks ago 
suffering from typhoid. The funeral took place at 
4 p. m. on October 2. Mr. Allenby, who has made 
many friends during his short stay in Peking, was 
shortly returning to England to join his family. 


The wedding of Miss Julia St. Clair and H. J. 
Krenx was solemnized at noon at the home of Colonel 
and Mrs. Drysdale, October 1,, Peking, the French 
Priest officiating at the ceremony. The bride whose 


home is in Kansas City, Mo., came to Peking in 


January to accept the position of accountant in the 
office of Colonel Drysdale, the American Military 
Attache, and the groom is a clerk in the American 
Legation. 


Due to the hearty support which the Music 
Students’ Club received last-season and the demand 
for increased facilities for study in additidnal lines of 
art, a reorganization was effected at the general annual 
meeting held on September 20th tn Peking. According 
to the new constitution the organization is to be known 
as the Peking Institute of Fine Arts. Instruction wil! 


be offered in piano, voice, violin, interpretive dancing, 
painting, design and dramatic expression. 
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News has been received in North China of the 
award of the O. B. E. to Capt. E. J. Stucky and Capt. 
G. G. Wilson, both members of the London Mission- 
ary Society, Peking, for their services with the Chinese 
Labor Corps in France. Capt. Wilson went to Eng- 
land with the first contingent of Chinese laborers in 
January of 1917. Dr. Stuckey, formerly of the Union 
Medical College, Peking, volunteered in the spring of 
1917 and received a commission in the Royal Army 
Medical Corps. 


Peking police arrested 35 student representatives 


and delegates representing various bodies in Nanking, 


Tsinan and Tientsin in front of the President’s Palace 


on the evening of October 1. These delegates tried 


to interview the President about the Shangtung ques- 
tion. They desired to urge that the German treaty 


_. should not be signed until an assurance is obtained 


regarding the restoration of Chinese rights in Shan- 
tung; that no direct negotiations should be carried on 
with Japan on the subject; that the Twenty-one 
demands, the military pact and the Kou-Hsu-Shun-Tsi 
railway agreement should be abrogated ; that the people 
should enjoy freedom of speech of the press and of 
public meetings; that the An Fu Club should be 
dissolved, and that General Ma Liang, who recently 
killed three innocent men, should be punished.

News from Central China 


Fair quantities of sesamum seeds and gall nuts are 
reported to have been made in Hankow, but otherwise 
business is at a standstill owing to the great advances 
in exchange and the absence of demand. Taels prices 
are still further. | 

A vernacular paper states that the Anfu Club is 
at present subsidizing several dailies in Hankow, and 
is planning to start a news agency in Hankow. This 
action is looked upon by the general public as having 
a great political significance. 

‘The Hupeh industrial bureau is now making 
arrangements to collect the seedlings of the principle 
trees in this province and will forward same to the 


_ Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce in Peking to 

_ be used for afforestation purposes. 

The salt authority in Hupeh has decided to raise 
the price of the Anhwei salt by $3 per yin (600 catties). 


The consumption of this salt in Hupeh is estimated 
at 10,000,000 catties, and this increase means about 
$600,000 more every year from this revenue. 

The -Epargne Franco-Chinoise has _ recently 
established their Hankow office in the French Con- 


‘cession.’ This savings society was formed in September, 


1918, and has been very successful. This company 
has branches in Tientsin, Peking and Shanghai. 

The Hankow gentry is planning to give a 
reception to Edwin S. Cunningham, the American 
Consul at Hankow who is to leave for Shanghai, and 


P. S. Heintzleman, the American Consul at Tientsin | 


who is to succeed Mr. Cunningham in Hankow. 


In an urgent telegram to the government, General 
Chang Ching-yao, military governor of Hunan, sug- 
gests that in view of the uncertainty of the situation in 
that province all the troops in Hunan from other pro- 
vinces be ordered temporarily to remain in Hunan. 

Although business of exceptional proportions in 
yarn is reported trom Shanghai at very high figures, so 
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far local prices in Hankow have not gone up in 


sympathy. Dealers will however soon realize that | 


they will have to come into line. Clearances are very 
good here. 

Heavy stocks of white ‘China grass, hemp or 
ramie, which is produced in Puchi and other districts 
near Wuchang, are held in Hankow with very few 
customers in evidence. Some Japanese however have 
established offices in the hemp districts for the direct 
collection of that product. 

The Wu-Han branch of the International Anti- 
opium Association, which was formed early this summer 
held a meeting on October 1, when the executive 
committee discussed the association affairs, The Rev. 
Geo. Miles is the secretary of the executive, and the 
membership to the association is open to anyone 
interested, costing only $1. 

General Wang Chan-yuan, military governor of 
Hupeh, has lately telegraphed the government reques- 
ting that the issue of the 8th year Internal Loan of 
$50,000,000 be suspended for the present. He states 
that the issue of the loan will not only bring no good 
results but will greatly hinder the peace negotiations 
between the North and South. 

Word has been received to the effect that General 
Li Yuan-hung, the third president of China, is at 


present interesting himself with the plan to found a 


university in Wuchang. The latter plan had its 
beginning in 1911 when the Chinese Republic had 
just been established, but owing to disturbances in the 


country no satisfactory progress was made. 


The Changsha branch of the Asia Banking Cor- 
poration will be opened within a month. J. H. Wichers 
is to be the sub-manager of that branch and is now in 
Changsha busily engaged in making arrangements for 
the inauguration of that office. The bank premises 
have been secured, and as soon as the rooms have 
been completed the bank will start their business. 


According to the Peking News Agency since 
receiving the reports that the southern forces are 
making preparations to commence hostilities in Hunan 
and Kiangsi, the Peking administration has telegraphed 
the military governors of these provinces instructing 
them to take strict steps to defend the various fronts 


and not to allow their forces to open fire without real 
provocation, 


It is understood that Boone University, Wuchang, 
is to hold their autumn athletic meet on October 10 in 
celebration of the Chinese National Day. The Wu- 
chang Y. M.C. A. will have a bicycle parade on that 


day. The Wuchang governors will conduct a service . 


in memory of the three heroes who died in 1git for 
the cause of the Republic, and are Pee: to give a 
reception to the foreign guests. 

The amount of sesamum seeds, both whines and 
yellow, exported from Hankow during the week.ending 
September 12, is 106,742 piculs, while the ‘export 
from October 1, 1918, to September 12, 1919 is 
1,055,585 piculs. It is seen that the export of a 
single week is more than one tenth of that of nearly a 
whole year. ‘lhe wood oil exported from. Hankow 
during the same week is 49,616 piculs. 

News is received that the cotton mill to be 
established in Kiukiang will raise a capital of $2,000,- 
000 of which General Chang Hsun is reported to 
have promised $500,000. When the capital is raised, 
the promoters will consult Chang Chien, the great 
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ideals of value.

The shares of the Canton-Hankow Railway

As a result of the boycott movement the following 
factories have been organized in Canton to supply the 
local demand: The Kwok Sien Cards Manufactory 
and the Yik Sien Cards Manufactory. 


O. E. Cook, head of the Bureau of Cotton 
Culture of the Department of Agriculture, Washington, 
D. C., is expected in Canton with Professor Keiner of 
the University of Nanking, at an early date. 


A number of new factories are being established 
in Canton as a result of the demand for home-made 
goods to take the place of the Japanese ‘‘low grade”’ 


goods. A factory for nails and one for card boards 
have been recently opened. | 

Leo Bergholz, formerly American Consul- 
General at Canton, has been re-appointed to the same 
post. In the last few months, Vice-Consul, Carl D. 
Meinhardt has been in charge of the American Con- 
sulate-General at this port. 

There are at present (September 23) some five 
hundred M. P. in Canton, so it is expected that the 
session of the constitutional convention of the Na- 
tional Assembly will soon be resumed to complete the 
work of the new Constitution for the Republic. 

The Japanese Consul-General at Shameen, Canton, 
has written a letter to the Military Governor request- 
ing that the boycott movement against Japanese goods 
in thé province be vigorously suppressed and the 
persons found guilty of being engaged in such activi- 
ties be arrested and punished. 

The Far Eastern Division of the United States 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce plans to 
send a Resident Trade Commissioner to Canton and 
other important cities of the Far East’ for the 
purpose of supplying information to United States 
commerce regarding conditions and possibilities i in the 
Far East. 

Another telegram was addressed September 23, 
to the Peking Premier by the Administrative Council, 
demanding explanations as to why Wang I-tang was 
ordered to go to Shanghai when the Administrative 
Council had already notified Peking that he would not 
be accepted.

Eleven student leaders of the Japanese boycott 
movement in Canton were arrested September 23, by 
64 armed policemen for defying the order of the 
Police Commissioner prohibiting the movement. 
Hundreds of fellow students surrounded the police 
headquarters and demanded the release of the arrested, 
which demand was later complied with by the Police 
Commissioner. The students boycott activities con- 
tinue unabated, boycott manifestations and parades 
being the order of the day in Canton. 

The banquet given by the Chinese American 
Association of Canton in honor of Vice Admiral 
Rodgers, Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Asiatic Fleet, at the Hotel Asia, September 21, was 
attended by more than one hundred cosmopolitan. and 
representative residents of the city. Judge Pete Hing 
acted as toastmaster and introduced C. C. Wu, Vice- 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and the guest of honor. 

According to Chu Fu-chen, Vice-speaker of 
the Lower House of the National Assembly who 
returned here on September 24, from atrip to Yunnan, 
General Tang Chi-yao, Military Governor of that 
province, stands absolutely firm by the Constitutional! 
Government. ‘His relations with General Lu Yung- 
ting, Administrative Director of the Constitutionalist 
Government has also been most friendly as_ their 
political views are practically all in common. 

The Western Returned Students elected the 
following officers for the ensuing year at a meeting of 
the members held at Hotei Asia, September 21:

General Wu Ping-hsiang, Chief Superintendent of the 


Metropolitan Police Forces in Peking, was born in An- 


hwei, and is now fifty-four years of age. After having 
mastered classics in the Confucian school, he served as 
secretary under General Ni Shih-chen, a miuitary com- 
mander who distinguished himself in the movement for 
the suppression of the Boxer rising in 1900. Later he 
was instructed by his chief to take charge of the commis- 
sariat attached to his army. 


General Wu rendered his services so satisfactorily 


that General Ni recommended him for the rank of 
District Magistrate. This recommendation was approved 
by the Throne, and General Wu then became Magistrate- 
Fer a number of years he headed the district government! 
in the province of Shantung. 

Shortly before the establishment of the Republic, the 
present Chief Superintendent of the Metropolitan Police 
Forces was promoted to be Police Taotai, when H. E. 
Chang Kwang Chi was Governor of Shantung. During 
the first revolution in 1977, he maintained locai order 
with ability, and on several occasions exhibited his 
personal bravery in connection with his duiies. 

In 1913, General Wu came to Peking at the request 
of the then President Yuan Shih-kai and accepted the 
appointment of Chief of the secret service in the 
‘President's Office. A little later he was appoinied Chie] 
Superintendent of the Metropolitan Police, having under 
him many thousands of the best trained Chinese police to 
preserve order in the most important city of China. He 
is still holding this office. 

During his administration in Peking he has passed 


through several critical periods. The first critical period . 


came after the death of Yuan Shih-kai, which was im- 


——— 


mediately followed by the threat of the soldiers to mutiny. 
The summer of 19/7 was the second critical period when 
General Chang Hsun attempted to restore the Manchu 
Emperor to his Throne. On that occasion, there was 
street fighting between General Chang’s troops and the 
republican army under the command of General Tuan 
Chi-jui in the midst of Peking, but General Wu's police 
did not show the least sign of giving up their task of 
preserving order, All the foreigners highly praised them 
jor their ability to cope with the difficult situation. 
General Wu’s official rank is Major General. The 


highest decorations he has received from the Government 


are the first class Tiger Decoration, the first class Tai 
Shou Pao Kuang Decoration, and the fourth order of 
merit. On the tenth of October he will receive the third 
order of merit, as the Government has already decided to 
confer it upon him in recognition of his services,

Having inter- 
meddled by urging China to go to war, it is America’s 
business to see that China does not suffer... .If Japan 
has been wrong in her coercive treacment cf China, 
were not the United States, Britain and Fsance wrong 
in condoning Japan’s wrong by incorporating it in a 
treaty of peace. Was not the act that of compounding 
a misdemeanor ?”’ 


Chinese Turn Down Sunday School 

Meeting in Japan | 

. Following preliminary meetings held at Peitaiho and 
Peking this summer, the executive council of the China 
Sunday School Union in Shanghai last week sent a 
cablegram with a long covering letter to the headquarters 
of the World’s Sunday School Union in America, asking 
that the convention of that organization scheduled for 
October 1920 be postponed. The convention was to be 
held in Tokio, Japan, and the fact that the convention 
was expected to bring some 2,000 American delegates 
to Japan has occasioned much press comment in that 
country. Japan is admirably organized for the handl- 
ing of the individual American tourist, especially if he 
happens to be a captain of industry, a well-known 
journalist or a politician, but when it comes to dumping 
2,000 eager American tourists—and Sunday School 
Workers at that—upon Japan at one time, well that’s a 
matter to be considered seriously. Some of the in-

Tokio and a few might get loose and stray over into

rather strong.and direct things to say regarding the 


selection of Japan as a meeting place for an organiza- 
tion representing all of the Sunday Schools in the 
world. Although no official reports have been issued 
regarding the action of the Chinese organization it is 
understood that the Chinese members voted unanimously 
against Japan and stated to a man that no Chinese of 
any consequence would attend the meeting. Sentiment 
among the foreign missionaries is said to be divided, 

some feeling that the holding of the convention in Japan 
would: strengthen the. hands of the Japanese Christians 
in their fight against autocracy at home and also against 
Japanese autocracy on the Asiatic mainiand. Others 
insist that the transfer of the Convention from Japan 
will serve to open the eyes of the Japanese Christians 
as to real world sentiment regarding. the actions of 
their country which is rapidly inheriting all of the 
odium formerly attached to Germany. 


lf the international organization sticks to Japan 
as a meeting place for the convention it is certain that 
no Chinese Christians of character will attend. This 
would serve to defeat the real purpose of the conven- 
tion. Were conditions as affecting Japan and China 
different than the present status, China in all probability 
would send a large delegation, estimated by ‘some to 
run to several hundreds. As matters stand now and in 
all probability “as they will also stand in 1920, China 
would only send a “ corporal’s guard” of Christian 
representatives and these would be the class of dele- 


gates who would be attracted ~by the free trip and 
nothing else. Sentiment among influential Chinese 
closely identified with the Christian movement in China 
is plainly that there is no common ground upon 
which Chinese and Japanese can meet as long as 
Japanese policy in Asia continues as at present. The 
Chinese feel that the Christian leaders of Japan are 
without power to influence’ the military-autocracy of 
“Japan and that worse, the Japanese military autocracy 
is simply using the Japanese Christians in order to 
delude the rest of the world as to Japan’s real pur- 
poses.

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D. E. Douty, a silk expert to China who spent 
several months in this country in lecturing before the 
various silk guilds and in exhibiting moving picture 
films showing the methods used in America and 
other countries in spinnning and weaving silk. 
Mr. Douty lectured and displayed films in Shang- 
hai and Canton and also in several interior cities, most 


of his lectures being given in connection with the 


branches of the Chinese Y. M. C. A. America 
has always been a large buyer of raw silk in China, 
but the European war through cutting off European 
markets served to emphasize the importance of the 
China market. In 1917 America took 56 per cent of 
China’s total exports of raw re-reeled silk and 20.5 
per cent of China’s exports of raw steam-filature silk. 
The main element that has handicapped China silk 


from the standpoint of the American market has been 


the methods used here in reeling the skeins. Forsome 


reason, the skeins produced here were not suitable for 


the high-speed looms used in the American silk-weaving 
mills. ‘This handicap is now being rapidly remedied 
through improvements in the Chinese methods of 
spinning. In addition to the foregoing effort to im- 
prove sericulture in China should be mentioned the 
courses in Sericulture now being given in the Nanking 
University, an American missionary school. For the 
last two years that institution has been giving ‘ short- 
courses”’ in silk production to several hundred Chinese 
young men who have been recruited from the silk- 
producing sections of China. Inthe school all methods 
from the culture of silkworms to the spinning process

Japan and China 


From the ** San Francisco Chronicle’ 

Japan—at least the government of Japan—has 
fallen heir to some of the superstitions that once hung 
about Imperial Germany, especially to the superstition 
of extreme and farseeing wisdom. Japan is pictured 


as reaching out, through decade after decade and 


generation after generation, for the control of China and 


the leadership of the East. That, no doubt, is the 


aspiration of the statesmen now in power. But it. is 
not the aspiration of all the Japanese political leaders, 
and perhaps not of a majority of the Japanese people. 
Nobody knows what the Japanese people think. We 


can be sure that they have their share of foolish national 


pride over things which are not proper grounds for 
pride, but we can also be sure, that they care more for 


the necessities of life than for imperial glory bought at 


the price of hungerand want. Germany failed to make 
an empire largely because she lacked tact. On paper 
her schemes were gorgeous. She was to march down 
through the Balkans, through European and Asiatic 
Turkey, reach salt water at the Red Sea, control the 
commerce of the Orient; ultimately, some of her 
dreamers believed, control India and the Orient itself. 
But she made the subject and allied peoples hate her, 
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and the moment the chance came to break loose most 
of them were glad to doit. She knew a lot about 
psychology, but not enough; she forgot that if you 
knock a man down and step on his stomach you make 
him like you less. Japan is making the same mistake 
with China. There are ten times as many Chinese as 
Japanese. The Japanese can control China while she 
is weak and divided. But sooner or later China will 
wake up, and then Japan’s only way to get anything 
out of China will be to conciliate her. If the present 
Japanese leaders were wise they would begin this 
process immediately ; they would not only be scrupu- 
lously just to China, but they would do everything 
in their power to convince the Chinese that they were 


just... At present there are millions and millions of | 


Chinese to whom the name of Japan is anathema. 
They will not, if they can help it, buy Japanese goods. 
They will not, if they can help it, have anything at all 
to do with the Japanese. If Japan could change this 
hostility into friendliness she would be better off than 
if it continued and all Chnia were officially her sphere | 
of influence. Her failure to do this is not a piece of 
inscrutable wisdom, but of inscrutable foolishness. 


China’s Hope in America and President Wilson — 
From the Shih Shih Hsin Pao™ (Chinese) | 
When Germany announced its unrestricted sub- 

marine policy President Wilson rose in indignation and 

entered the war with real spirit. He said he would 
fight for humanity and justice. Even a weak China, 
moved by the example of the United States, joined the 
war. We knew then that humanity and justice would - 
cure China’s long illness. Japan, by means of sinister 
plot, tries to rob China of her sacred land of Shantung. 

Bound hand and feet by secret treaties the Allied 

Powers are helpless. If President Wilson should also 

be intimidated by Japan’s threat and. succumb to the 

demand of Japan then the aim and spirit of the peace 
conference are soiled for ever. President Wilson has 
refused to accept the attitude of the American Senate 
ina fight for right and justice, but says that it is mak- 
ing unnecessary noise to show friendship to China by 
opposing the peace treaty. He says that America 
should not suspect Japan as regards her promise. Does 

President Wilson remember what Japan’s record is as 

to her faithfulness to promises? Wilson is anxious to 

see his pet theory of a League of Nations succeed, 
and in order to do this he seems to be willing to swal- 
low his own word regarding righteousness and justice. 

We still believe America and President Wilson are 

China’s friends. It is our hope that they will eventually 

carry out their principles.

A Trial Will Convince You 
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China’s Human Hair Market 


BY PETER S. JOWE 

THE American or European who is forced to spend 

from ten to thirty minutes every day in the 
removal of the hair from his face—especially if his 
razor is dull—envies thé Chinese male who usually has 
very little of this form of facial adornment or disfigure- 
ment, depending upon the point of view. But what the 
Chinese lacks in the matter of beard, he makes up in 
the crop of hair that nature has provided for the top of 
his head. Whether the general Chinese habit of going 
bareheaded in all kinds of weather is the cause is not 
known, but the fact remains that China produces 
annually an enormous crop of human hair. This ts 
true individually and collectively and the bald Chinese 
individual is a rare sight in China. 

But this is a commercial article dealing with the 
production of human hair in China. In 1917 China 
exported to other nations human hair to the value of 
more than a half million gold dollars, This hair is 
sent to America and Europe and after being chemically 
treated and dyed is used for many purposes, which 
western women use in confining their fowing locks. 
One interesting phase of this work is that in many 
cases the hair is shipped to America and Europe where 
it is chemically treated and dyed, after which it is 
shipped back to China where deft fingers weave the 
nets, after which it again makes a trip across the ocean 
in the form of the finished product. Quite recently 
another use has been found for China’s human hair 
product and that is in the weaving of the heavy 
blankets used in certain types of oil mills where the 
oil from vegetable seeds is expressed for commercial 


would expect from the 


use. These press blankets made of human hair have, 
according to report, been found more du rable than 


those made from other materials and this has served — 


to renew the interest of the rest of the world in China’s 
hair product. 

Up to quite recent times the “pig tail” has 
always been associated with the Chinese individual. 
When the Manchus came to China and became the 
rulers of the country, every Chinese was forced to adopt 
the cue or “ pig tail”’ as a sign of loyalty to the new 
tulers. This happened about 300 years ago, and the 
thoroughness of the order and the completeness of 
China’s submission to the inevitable may be realized 
when it is understood how strenuously the average 
Chinese coolie refuses to part with his beloved cue. 
But they are parting with them, and often it is whole- 
sale throughout a certain district, due to a preemptory 
order from some high official. This causes the market 
to fluctuate in a way that is hard for foreign dealers to 
understand. From the standpoint of the foreign 
market, there is also sudden fluctuations due to changes 
in styles of headdress by the women of other lands, 
for example a few years ago when western women 
adopted the “rat”: or roll of false hair that closely 
resembles the present method of head dress in vogue 
among the women of Japan. 

China is the greatest hair supplying country in 
the world. In the field of human hair, she plays 


‘ especially an important role, although Siberia, Japan, 


India and other Oriental countries are not insignificant 
suppliers of human hair. That China supplies most 
of the human hair in the world is simply what we

population and the customs of her people contribute to 
her supplying capacity in this line. 

China has a population of 400,000,000 people of 
which the males, females and children are all important 
In the Tsing Dynasty, the 
supply of hair in the country was much greater because 
of the existence of so many cue-bearing males. 
To-day the supply has been cut down by the removal 
of cues. 

Before the Manchus came to direct the destiny 
of China, the cue was unknown to the Chinese people 
nearly 300 years ago, the Manchu people imported 
into this land the cue-bearing habit for all males. 
Very soon, this imported custom, awkward and 
indecent as the cues are, was universally adopted by 
the Chinese. 

The way by which hairs are gathered from cue- 
bearing persons is interesting. They are not cut from 
the head, nor are they abstracted from the cues. 
They are obtained from the dirty and waste hair in 
the barber shops. And is something like this. People 
having cues must dress them once a day or in two or 
three days in order to keep them clean. They seea 
barber in the shop or street, and have their hair dressed 
and cues braided. The cues are untied, combed, 
brushed and finally braided. Through this dressing 
process, many hairs get loose and drop. These are laid 
aside and preserved. Little by little large quantities 
are accumulated by the barbers. The hair merchants 


take them, assort them into different lengths by patient 


combing, washing and cleansing. Sometimes, hair 

bundles as long as five feet are prepared in this way. 
The destiny of cues was practically ended by the 

Revolution of 1911 when the cue cutting cry spon- 


taneously resounded in all parts of the country, The 
Chinese people decided to do away with their cues just 
as they did with Manchu rule. This movement gave 
the hair industry a great momentary boost but natural- 
ly cut the future supply. 

To-day the chief source of hair supply is from 
women and the remnant of the cue-bearing men. The 
latter class are those country folks in the remote places 
in the north and in the inland, and those soldiers under 
the leadership of conservative _ officials. Another 
source is from the cues cut and preserved by the 


owners as heir—-or hair-looms. 


With the source of supply greatly curtailed, the 
prices of human hair have advanced considerably. 
The following is the approximate present quotations 
on hair: 30-40 inches, $600 per picul ; 20-30 inches, 
$160; 18-20 inches, $80; 12-16 inches, $60; and 
5-10 inches, $48. Even at these high prices it is 
almost impossible to obtain stocks of any. large size. 

Human hair is used to a small extent in China. 
It is used for ornamental purposes by women in the 
form of so-called “false hair” and wigs. It is also 
used by actors for their equipment in performing 
ancient dramas.. Chinese hair is black, straight and 
coarse. Compared with Chinese bristles and horse 


_hair, of course human hair is of superior quality. It is 


very elastic and a single thread of hair can sustain a 
strain of 178 grams, according to an authority. It is 
best suited for making fabrics. 

The principle ports that supply hair in China 
to-day are Tientsin in North China, Chungking in 
West China, Shanghai in East China and Canton in 
South China. The amounts of their exports in the 
last three years are as follows:

The export from Central China within the last 
three years is insignificant. However, before the 1911 
Revolution in China the hair export from Hankow 
and Changsha in one year greatly exceeded the record 
of the whole country in 1918. In 1910 Hankow 
exported 4,677 piculs and Changsha 4,129, while the 
total original exports from the whole of China amounted 
to 15,388 piculs in 1918. After 1910, as indicated 
before,, the exports from Hankow and Changsha 
decreased from 4,677 and 4,129 to 1,282 and 2,123 
in 1911 respectively. Today besides the four ports 
that export sny quantities of hair, all other ports in 
China export only a few hundred piculs each year. 

_ Large quantities of human hair are exported from 
China to Hongkong, Great Britain, the United States 
and the Hawaiian Islandsand Japan. The export to 


Japan has greatly increased within the last three years, 


while that to France has decreased. The following 
table shows the exports from China in 1916-18:

Rosenfeld’s Weekly Cotton Market Report 

China Cotton :—During the past week the specul- 
ative bull movement, to which we alluded in our 
previous reports has collapsed, resulting in a weak and 
unsettled market, with a succession of moderate breaks, 
which carried prices to a materially lower level.. As 
is usual under such conditions, the bullish enthusiasm 
which prevailed only a short time ago has toa great 
extent subsided, and the majority of speculators are 
probably more disposed than heretofore to view the 
market from both sides. 

In looking broadly at the events of the week, it 
would seem that the decline was brought about by the 
realization on the part of the speculators that the basic 
conditions which alone could justify a permanently 
higher level of prices are lacking, and those who 
believed these conditions to exist and others who 
expected them to develop were disappointed alike, and 
the liquidation of longs acquired on the above theory 
has probably been the chief factor in the decline. 


With no signs for the present that Manufacturers’ 
hands can be forced this early in the season, we can | 


see nothing on which to base a belief in higher prices, 
and without feeling excessively bearish as to the im- 
mediate future, we think the policy most likely to

Hupeh Vegetable Oil Seed Report 


Adverse climatic conditions have made the out- 
look for the sesamum seed crop much below early 
season expectations. The white sesamum seeds, the 
larger crop of the Hupeh district, are developing badly 
and the crop percentage estimated is 30 percent of last 
year’s yield. The black seeds are estimated at 40 
percent of the 1918 crop. Yellow sesamum seeds in 
Honan will exceed the yield of last year. A slight 
increase is expected in the total crop of soya beans in 
Hupeh. However, the greater part of the yield has 
been cut short by the floods in the province... Reports 
from Honan indicate that the crop of the beans for 
that province of the first quality will be equa! to that 
of 1918. Floods have also been responsible for a 
decrease in the cotton crop of the province. Early 
estimates from the cotton districts indicate that the 1919 


total will be approximately one-half of that of last year. 


In many districts where the ravages of the floods were 
greater the yield for this year will be even less than 
one-half of the 1918 crop. The reduced crop will 
also have its effect upon the cotton seed market. | 


New American Ship Brings Seattle 


Greetings to Shanghai 


The new 8,800 ton steel cargo ship, Seattle Spirit 
constructed in Seattle by Seattle labor and manned 
entirely by American seamen, is expected to arrive in 
Shanghai on November 1, with official greetings from 
the city and port officials of the city of Seattle to the 
American Chamber of Commerce of China, the 
American Consul-General at Shanghai and the Chinese 
General Chamber of Commerce of Shanghai. In 
addition to the greetings the Seattle Spirit will bring to 
Shanghai handsomely framed pictures of Seattle’s water 
front which will be presented to the American and — 
Chinese Chambers of Commerce and the Consul- 
General. The master of the Seattle Spirit is Captain A. 
P. Spalding, Jr. He, as well as the other officers and 
ninety per cent of the crew are natives of Seattle. 
The boat is consigned to the Admiral Line. ___ 


Commercial and Financial Notes 


According to the ‘zapan Advertiser, soon after the 
armistice was signed a large Japanese export firm, sent 
several employes to Germany to place large orders for 
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dyestuffs, chemical and metal goods and the first ship- 
ment of same is to arrive in Japan early in November. 
There are approximately four firms in Japan which 
have actually opened trade with Germany. 


That the exchange situation must be largely 
corrected by the United States is an idea which Ameri- 
can bankers are said to be accepting. The govern- 
ment is looked upon as certain to lend only moral aid 
_ and to encourage private banking and business to grant 

credits for exportation. The plans are being held for 
the development of the debenture corporation. 


An extraordinary general meeting of the Shanghai 
North China Insurance Company was held in Shanghai 
on October 6th, for the purpose of making certain 

alterations in the articles of the company made neces- 
sary through the amalgamation with the new Engine- 


ering Society of Canton Ltd. W. P. Lambe, who | 
presided stated that a confirmatory meeting is planning 


to be held October 22. 


The growth of the dye industry in the United 
_ States is indicated by a report on the industry recently 

submitted by the U. S. Tariff Commission which 
stated that the 1918 output showed a gain of 24 per 
cent over that of 1917. Over 300 dyes of improved 
quality were made during 1918, more than 100 of 
which were new to American industry. In many cases 
prices were reduced to an appreciable degree. 


A great increase in the sale of food products of all 
sorts from Hongkong and South China to Central and 
South American countries is reported as one of the 
results of the war. A large portion of the $12,000,000 
_worth of rice shipped to the United States from Hong- 

kong in 1918 was sent to Mexico, Central America, 
and South America. Hongkong trade figures for last 
year show exports direct to Central and South America 
of various food items amounting to more than $4,000,- 
000 in value, according to American Consul-General 
Anderson at Hongkong. 

_ A corporation with a capitalization of one billion 
dollars to hold securities of borrowing nations and 
to issue debentures against them is part of a working 
program being drawn up by a New York Committee 
of Bankers for the extension of foreign credit. One 
section is to work under the authorization of the Webb 


law to finance combinations for export. J. P. Morgan 


is chairman of the committee and the largest banking 
interests of New York are reprsented. Similar com- 
mittees are being formed in Chicago, Boston, St. 
Louis, Kansas City and all federal reserve districts. 


Informal approval has been given by the Merchant 
Marine Committee of the House for the plan of V. S. 
McClatchy, editor of the Sacramento (California) Bee 
and a director of the Associated Press, for an American 
Trans-Pacific news service to the Far East. The plan 
asks for the enactment of legislation by Congress 
providing for a press rate of five or six cents a word 
for news dispatches between the United States and 
the Orient by radio. Mr. McClatchy in presenting 
his plan stated that such a service was necessary for 
the preservation of good feeling and understanding 
between the United States and the Far Eastern nations. 


It was officially announced on September 2, by 
the Asia Banking Corpration that the New York State 
Banking Department had authorized an increase in the 
capital stock of the corporation from $2,000,000 to

That Germany will soon be again in the export 
lists is being demonstrated in various countries. 
Reports from the American Chamber of Commerce of 
London state that a commission of Gefman manufact- 
urers and industrial representatives have reached a 
tentative agreement with the Russian Soviet government 
for the re-organization of Russian railway traffic, sup- 
plying all materials and experts in charge of construction, 
for the construction of a large trans-Continental station 
near Petrograd in which the Allgemeine Elektricitats 
Gesellschaft will play the leading part and in industrial 
lines the International Goods Exchange Company is 
reported established. in Berlin with a capital of one 
million marks for developing trade relations between 
the two countries. Germany has also recently captured 
a large structural engineering contract in Holland bid- 
ding $100 a ton under British firms, the rate of 
exchange on the mark making the lower bid possible. 
Belgium is also reported to be buying from Germany 
with marks of which there are large quantities in 


Belgium, While the mark has little value in other 
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countries they can. be used at their face value in 
trading with Germany and this obviously may be 
instrumental in diverting trade to Germany which 
would otherwise be done with Allied countries by 
holders of marks. . 


New Books and 


Publications 


The Point of View 


A History of American Literature. Edited by W. P. 
Trent, John Erskine, §. P. Sherman, and C. van Doren. 
Vol. 11. Cambridge, University Press. 173. 6d. net. 


S we have already remarked, this history serves a 
double end. It brings to our notice writers 
whom we should otherwise have overlooked, fills up 
gaps in our knowledge of the literary history of the 
country, and supplies accurate data as to the various 
activities of the press and the biographies of writers. 
So far as we are competent to judge, this purpose ts 
admirably fulfilled, and a very good index facilitates 
reference to the information given, But there is a 
second more generally interesting to the English reader, 
on which we may allow ourselves to dwell. It must 
never be forgotten that the North American continent 
has a different standard of criticism to ours. The 
Discobolos (O God! O Montreal!) still, we believe, 
is considered indecent, and one of the contributors to 
this volume, a University Professor of English litera-— 
ture, assured the present writer that George Eliot was 
the greatest novelist, and probably the finest writer, of 
the nineteenth century. Now, many American 
authors of the last century, if they have not been | 
naturalised among us, have at any rate received letters 
of denizenship, and it is of great interest to note the 
varying character of their reception at home and_ 
abroad. | 
Perhaps the best known of them is Longfellow. 
He is the poet of the young; his verses, or some of 
them, have attained the Theocritan ideal, and are daily 
“on the lips of men, and above all on the lips of the 
young.” He is a true poet, free from the vice of 
imitation in an age when there was much to imitate, 


not great but sympathetic, an able translator with a 


taste for selection, That his most popular writings 
lay themselves open to ridicule and parody, is mainly 
due to the uncritical public for whom he wrote but his 
simplicity carries him through, and his best work still 
lives. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne is far and away the greatest 
master of American fiction. He is. a product of a 
Puritanism in which he no longer believes, and to 
which he attributes an omnipresent power of repression _ 
over the lives of its votaries which it never exercised. 
He lived on the fringes of Transcendentalism, and uses 
its doctrines as an inspiration. His themes are always 
within the strict limits of Boston propriety, and are 
usually bizarre. His characters sometimes escape him 
and work out their own salvation through their sins 
and remorse. Yet he was the most conscious artist in 
prose that the American public has produced, and 
‘ The Scarlet Letter’ is his masterpiece. | 

Edgar Allan Poe is studied by Prof. Campbell 
rather as a problem in historical criticism than as pure 
literature. It is perhaps a reflection on his prose style 
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that Baudelaire’s translation is preferred by many good 
judges to Poe’s origtnal, but his influence on European 
literature has only been deepened and widened thereby. 
He created a new genre in fiction, and the haunting 
music of his best verse counts for much in the develop- 
ment of Rossetti and those who are influenced by him. 
We, in England, are not worried by his absence of 
ethical purpose or deficiency in healthy (American) 
humour, and we have always taken the precaution not 
to read his poorest work—even the professed student of 
literature may hurry through it without pause. Thus 
treated, he remains the most widely known, in point 
of space and time alike, of American writers, 


Thoreau is, on the whole, a gigantic bore. So 


long as we restrict ourselves to *‘ Walden,’ and read it 
a little at a time, he has a universal appeal, which even 
a * Week on the Concord’ cannot altogether destory, 
but the main bulk of his work reveals the provincial, 
whose merits do not interest the world at large. 
Prescott is still read, he had the fortune to chronicle 
Spain at its first movement of glory and the two great 
romantic adventures of the modern world, the expedi- 
tions of Cortes and Pizarro. He had, moreover, the 
advantage of living and writing at a moment when the 
sources of history were being thrown open to the 
world, while modern specialists had not yet come into 
existence. Archaeology may have a word to say to 
the descriptions of the magnificence of the Aztecs, 
but its quarrel will not be with Prescott, but with the 
only authorities open to him toconsult. His history, 
as has been well said, is romantic, but is not romance. 
Motley’s histories of the Dutch Republic are perhaps 
more serious contributions to modern history ; they 
would serve as text-books to-day, if edited by a com- 
petent Dutch historian. | 
Whittier is not unpopular in England, ‘ Snow- 
bound,’ has been compared not unfavourably to ‘ The 
Cotter’s Saturday Night,’ and ‘Maud Muller’ is in most 
of the popular selections. His worst critic is a fellow- 
countryman, who says his verses belong to the class 
which bloom and fade in the poet’s corner of country 
newspapers. Lowell shines by comparison but too 
much of his work is irremediably dated, and he lives 
for us in half-a-dozen lines in ‘ The Biglow Papers,’ 
the rest of him is for the omnivorous only. Holmes, 
too, as an essayist, is becoming submerged. Thirty or 
forty years ago he was as popular in England as in 
America; now he is hardly read over here. Whitman 
is in a more debatable position: many moderns would 


feel bound to defend his work who have not nor never 


will read him, while many of his admirers salve their 
conscience by the distinction between the matter and 
form of poetry. His vogue is responsible for the 
publication of much rubbish, but his best things can 
carry the weight of all his delinquencies. Lanier, the 
music: lover, is in some respects the nearest approach 
to a great poet that America has yet produced, though 
his work is limited in quantity and unequal in 
technique, 

For us the main interest of the rest of the book lies 
in the diversity of the judgments pronounced by the 
writers on more modern work and the estimation in 
which it is held in England. Thus Stockton is criti- 
cised in connection with the rather mechanical tale of 
* The Lady or the Tiger,’ and the other tales praised 
are simply boring, while the inimitable ‘ Rudder 
Grange,’ the only important thing he ever wrote, is 
not mentioned, Bret Harte is over-praised, and the

| Chinese Government Railway : 


Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Peinlo) Line 


The Keailengiu-Henaniu (Pienlo) Railway often called the 
Lungbai and Pienlo Line connects the main Shenghai-Ticntsin 
lines with the Peking-ankow line. It is 115 miles long and 
was financed principally by Franco-Belgian capital. 


This line joins the Peking-[lankow Reilway at Chenchow and 
en extension to Hsuchowfu on the Shanghai-Nanking-Tientsia 
line is contemplated. The line is franchised and has a capital 
of Mex. $17,270,595 of which Mex,$17.182,006 is paid up. 
The franchise for its construction was granted to the Compagnie | 
Generale des Chemins de fer et Tramways de Chine. 260 
miles of extension to Sianiy was originally granted to two 
‘Chinese provincial companies. The first Section of 115 miles 
was redeemed by the Chi Central Government ia 1914. 


The amount at credit for the cost of the railway was Mex. 
$16,537,779 and of this sum Mex. $16,300,117 has already 
been disbursed. Passenger receipts for the first five years 
working were: Mex. $273,489; $303,960; (No record) ‘ 
$482,097 ; $537,313. Freight — in 1911 and 1912 were 
Mex. $261,348; and Mex. $274,960, and in 1914 and 1915 
Mex. $547,388 and $485,377 respectively.

machine-made inventions of Henry are considered at 
length, while Ambrose Bierce, the greatest genius in 
the short story that America has ever produced, is 
little more than mentioned. Those in England who 
remember the sharp edge of his contributions to Fun 
in the ¢ seventies and early’ eighties, have often won- 
dered that the author of ‘In the Midst of Life’ should 
have been silent for so long. Uncle Remus is duly 
praised and analysed, while Mark Twain creeps in as 
a writer of children’s books, ‘ Tom Sawyer’ and * Huck 
Finn’ and the sickly sentimental ‘Prince and the 
Pauper.” Let us add that the lady who writes of 
‘“* Richard Foresi, the author of a handbook of Spain ” 
(not a misprint, for it is repeated in the index), will see 
the value of his praise to Prescott, if she will turn up 
the first edition of Murray’s * Guide to Spain,’ written 
by Richard Ford, one of the most fascinating books 
about a fascinating country.—From the Saturday 
Review, London.
